Damages As Result Of Auto­ 
mobile 
Collision 
In 
September. 


TO BE AIRED IN JANUARY 


A suit filed by W. A. Diehl, of New 
Oxford, to m o v e r $10,000 from John 
T Taylor, of Lancaster, for injuries 
to himself and dam ages to his auto­ 
mobile, growing out of a collision be­ 
tween the ears of the two men, will 
attract considerable attention in the 
civil court a t the Janu ary term . 
Six civil actions are listed fo r trial 
at the Ja n u a ry term , according to the 
list posted this morning by C. 
B. 
Yoke, prothonotary, a t his office in the 
court house. 
Several of the cases 
are continued from previous term s o f 
court. 
In none of the action- is the 
am ount involved as large as the case 
of Diehl vs. T a y lo r 
The accident out of which the pres­ 
ent action arose occurred on Septem ­ 
ber 21. 11*25, at the Sw ift Run bridge 
(»n the Lincoln Highway, which was 
a t th a t time a one-way structure, and 
considered a menace to travel. 
According to Diehl’s statem ent of 
claim, he was driving his machine 
toward G ettysburg “ using all due care 
and caution to avoid accident and in­ 
jury to himself" and th a t the defend­ 
a n t “so carelessly 
and 
negligently 
drove and operated his automobile” 
that a collision resulted causing the 
plaintiff’s 
machine to be “entirely 
useless and a total loss." 
Diehl furth er sets forth in his state­ 
ment of claim his personal injuries 
which included, he says, 
a 
broken 
rig h t and left iegt a knee*-cat* knocked 
off, a shock to his nervous system and 
“severe and perm anent injuries.” 
He w as taken to the W arner hos­ 
pital at Gettysburg, according to the 
affidavit, where he was a patient three* 
months, afte r which he returned to his 
home in New Oxford where he con­ 
tinued under the care of 
for three more months.
